Plastics Has A 


Final “S” 
The Editor,

Sir,—The common mis-use of the 
word “plastic” when describing 
articles made from Warious types of 
plastics was discussed at a’ recent 
meeting of the Council of the British 
Plastics Federation. It was pointed 
out that there is the authority of the 
British Standards Institution for 
writing plastics with a final “s,” this 
being included in B.S. 1755 Glossary 


of Terms Used in the Plastics In- 
dustry published in 1951. 
“Plastics” are defined as: 


“A wide group of solid compdsite 
materials which are largely organic, 
usually based on synthetic resins or 
upon modified polymers of natural 
origin and possessing appreciable 
mechanical strength. At a_ suitable 
stage in their manufacture most 
plastics can be cast, moulded or 
d rectly polymerised to shape. Some 
plastics are rubberlike, while some 
chemically modified forms of rubber 
are considered to be Plastics.” 

The noun, the’ glossary continues, 
may be used adjectivally to describe 
an article or subsiance as being com- 
posed of, or as being, a material in 
the group mentioned in the definition. 
Used thus the word is distinguished: 
by its terminal “s” from the adjective 
“plastic” signifying the susceptibility 
of a material to plastic deformation. 

The Council decided to encourage 
the widest possible use of the terminal 
“s" in the adjective in accordance 
with the British Standard.

Yet this is one which is frequently 
broken, so that the display becomes 
confusypg, and the customer who is 
window-gazing or looking round 
inside the store goes away with a 
hazy impression of the merchandise. 
Often it is the smaller store which is 
to blame when it comes to overcrowd 
ing the window with goods, trying to 
get across several sales messages at 
once, and adding to the confusion by 
a too-liberal use of showcards 

No less an authority than Mr. Rex 
4. L. Cohen, O.B.E. (deputy chair 
man and_ joint managing director, 
Lewis's, Ltd., Liverpool) summed up 
this important display rule When 
speaking to retailers at Oxford last 
summer, he said: “Make up your 
minds what you intend to say—tf you 
do not know what you are trying to 
say to the public, how can they 
be expected to understand your 
message?” 

During the past year the practice 
of displaying furniture and furnish 
model rooms or corners of 
increased to a great extent, 
in these displays there is 
otten an attempt to stress too many 
aspects of the merchandise. The same 
rules apply as much to display as to 
public speaking: keep it brief and 
concise, and aim at selling one idea 
at a time 

Illustrating this point are two dis 
plays arranged by Heal & Son, Ltd., 
at. exhibitions in their Tottenham 
Court Road store. Both are extremely 
simple: have one thing to say—and 
say it well 

The first display creates an atmos 
phere which clearly demonstrates the 
continuity of the British style of 
turniture design There is a modern 
yet-traditional feeling about the solid 
light-oak dining suite with its lattice 
back chairs and refectory table. The 
sophisticated rural style is seen also 
in the cottage ware with which the 
table is laid. This is also featured on 
the sideboard, and corner curboard. 

The striking contrasts that can be 
achieved by using black are demon- 
strated by the. second display.

New Doorless Entrance 


HE second doorless entrance at a 

departmental store in this country, 
will be a feature of the replanned 
store of Allders, Ltd., Croydon. (The 
first doorless entrance is at the new 
Landport Drapery Bazaar in Ports 
mouth.) 

There is an important difference 
between the two entrances—the 
Croydon store uses the first hot-air 
curtain to be found in this country 
These curtains of hot air are a 
feature of several German and Swiss 
stores, and are operated in the follow- 
ing manner The air is sucked 
through a floor grating which extends 
the full width of the entrance.

Footmarks On The Finish 

JE recently held exhibition of 

our furniture in a small local hall 
But everyone must have been wearing 
rubber shoes, for there are numerous 
black marks on the ends of table and 
chair legs. They look very bad on 
the light pieces, and are not simple 
to remove. A wash leather with a 
little detergent did not shift them 
completely, Is there a simple way to 
remove them? 
‘PHE black marks 

rubber left by friction, as you 

have observed. They can be dissolved 
off with benzol or benzine, which will 
not harm the finish but are very in 
flammable. Damp a rag with the 
solvent, hold it to the mark for a few 
seconds, then rub firmly along the 
grain, turning the rag round so that 
a clean part is always in contact. The 
finish may dull slightly, especially if 
it is high, but when the is dry 
(which takes only a minute or two) 
a wipe with a soft duster will bring
